A 
WPA rule required that all per- 
sons elegible for the present proj- 
ects had to register by Nov. 1. 
City and chamber of commerce 
officials, however, are 
ing to get work for the unemploy- 
ed here even though they didn’t 
qualify by registering prior to 
Nov. 1. F 

If there are enough men signed 
up by Monday night, it is likely 
some concession may be made by 
WPA officials at San Bernardino. 
An appeal was issued by city 
councilmen asking every man who 
wants work to report immediate- 
ly at the chamber of commerce 


office. The appeal, however, is not |

Oth a conference with Mr. Smith 
this morning, the two local offic- 
ials were advised to obtain a list 
of the local unemployed, to deter- 
mine how many here need work 
and that “perhaps something could 
be done about it.”

| Little Boy Stumbles Into Tub 
Of Scalding Water and 
Loses Life 








Little Jackie Lee Wandfluh’s in- 
, tense interest in the windine of a 
| kite string cost him his life Wed- 
;nesday. Absorbed in his kite-fly- 
little five- 
| year-old boy backed into a large 
| tub of hot water and was so ser- 
|iously scalded that he died several 
hours later,

| who is ill of influenza. His father,
